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CROP REPORT FOR WEEK ENDING JUNE 1

Rain and wet field canditions halted field operations during
most of the period. Some areas received heavy rainfal
resulting in ponding and floodig in low lying areas of fields
according to the Indiana Agricultural Statistics Service
Emergence and growth ofboth corn and soybeans remain
slow because of below normal temperatures and lack fo
sunshine. Farmers have already replanted some fiels
and more replanting will be necessary in drowned ou
areas.

CORN AND SOYBEANS

Corn planting advanced to 98 percent complete, wél
ahead of 56 percent last year and the average of 8

percent. By region, corn plaring is 99 percent complete in
the north, 99 percent complete in the central, and ®

percent complete in the south. Soybean planting is 87

percent complete. This is well ahead of 24 percent las
year, and the average of 62 percent. By region, soybean
planting is 89 percent complete in the north, 92 percen
complete in the central, and 69 percent complete in th

south.

WINTER WHEAT

Winter wheat condition is rated 70 percent good ¢

excellent, compared with 30 percent at this time last year.

Statewide, 62percent of the wheat isheaded, compared
with 59 percent last year and the average of 74 percent.

OTHER CROPS

Pasture condition was rated 13 percent excellent, &
percent good, 30 percent fair, 5 percent poor andl
percent very poor. Transplantingpf tobacco is 20 percent
complete. First cutting ofalfalfa is 16 percent complete.

DAYS SUITABLE and SoIL MOISTURE

For the week endirg Friday, 1.1 days were ratedsuitable
for fieldwork. Topsoil moisture was rated 1 percen
short, 54 percent adequate and 45 percent surplus
Subsoil moisture was rated 3 percent short, 69 percent
adequate and 28 percent surplus.
